Pepper's defeat was all the 
more stunning to the administra« 
tion because Secretary Mellon and 
Secretary of Labor Davis went 
into Pennsylvania and made the 
Senator the candidate of the White 
House. This was done after Vare 
had been given assurances that 
the White House would “keep 
hands off’? in the primary. 

The spirit on the Republican 
side of the chamber was utterly 


Reed of Pennsylvania, who sup- 
ported Pepper, and Senator Bing- 
ham of Connecticut made feeble 
attempts to reply to the sudden 
Democratic assult. But they were 
swept aside by the biting sarcasm 
of the Missourian and the irony 
of Senator Pat Harrison of Miss= 
issippi. \ 

The authority of the investigate 
ing committee’ is sweeping. It in- 
cludes inquiry into “what moneys, 
emoluments, rewards, or things of 
value, including agreements or 
understandings or support for ap- 
poiniment or election to office 
have been promiséd,. contributed, 
made or expended,” on behalf of 
any senatorial candidate in either 
primary or general election. 

The investigation which may be 
conducted throughout the summer 
and fall gives the committee au- 
thority to delve into the activi- 
ties not only of the candidates 
themselves but into acts of any 
“person, firm, corporation, commit- 
tee, organization or association to 


person as the candidate of any 
political party or organization for 
membership in the United States 
Senate.” 
The hectic session, which lasted 
two hours, was started. by Har- 
rison, who read charges in news- 
papers that from $2,000,000 to $5- 
000,000 has been spent in the 
Pennsylvania primary. He declared 
that “Secretary Mellons had grown 
weak” from. writing checks for 
Pepper and denounced “rich men 
who spend millions to defeat the 
will of the people in elections.” 
Harrison . thrust Newberryism 
squarely into the situation by des- 
scribinb it as “piker’s play” in 
comparison to the Pennsylvania 
primary campaign of Pepper, Vare 
and Gov. Pinchot, all millionaires. 
The session was ended by a 
blistering denunciation of New- 
berryism by Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri, He said:

SACRAMENTO, May 19.—State 
traffic officers and “inspectors 
tickled” with the political bee 
were informed today in a ukase is- 
sued. by Will H. Marsh, Chief of 


the Division of Motor Vehicles, that 


they will be required either to take 
a leave of absence from their 
duties or rasign before.making a 


campaign for public office. 
Officers employed in enforcement 
work cannot properly enforce the 
law against those through whom 
they seek political advancement, 
the motor chtef held. Marsh's bul- 


letin to the officers said: 

“It has come to my attention that 
some employees—of the traffie de- 
partinent of the State are planning 
to seck political preferment at the 
forthcoming primaries. This de- 


partment considers it laudable that 


every employee have ambitions and 
has no objection to those aspiring 
for advancement. However, any 


employee desiring to enter the poli- 


tical arena will either be required 
to take a leave of absence or re- 
sign from his position before en- 
gaging in these activities.
